In Kenosha County, Wis, 

Central District Ballot* on 
New High School Today - 
- Wiimot Fi*htt 

More strife has arisen in western 
Kenosha county's high school aitua-. 
tlon - 'following the announcement 
that Wiimot high school district is 
holding ineetlngs in townships ad- 
jacent to the present Wiimot district 
with the purpose of annexing these 
territories to their district. 

Already the question of the, le- 
gality of these meetings has come 
up since July 19, at a meeting in the 
county .. courthouse, the ' county 
school committee formed a new 
central high school district with a 
referendum, on their ..order,* being 
asked for and the date set as Aug. 
3. .- 

Andrew Brookhouse, Kenosha at- 
torney and member of the county 
school committee raised the ques- 
tion of the legality of these annex- 
ation meetings. The state statutes 
(40:68) provide for annexation fol- 
lowing petition of "territory not In 
but adjoining a high school district. 

The central high school spokes- 
men say the Wiimot petitioners 
have no legal right to petition for 
annexation since the territory. where 
these papers are being circulated Is 
now in the central high school dis- 
trict following Its formation July 
IS by the county school authorties. 

Wiimot argues that these petitions 
which were circulated In parts of 

heat! and, Salem and Brighton 
townships are legal and' are going 
ahead with their meetings. Meetings 
to vote on annexation to Wiimot 
distrct were held Wednesday, July 
21 at the Miner school, Brighton; 
Friday night at the Salem town hall 
and at the Wheatland town hall 
Monday night. 

Brighton Favors Wiimot 

Despite a letter from the state de- 
partment of public instruction, stat- 
ing that any action at the meeting 
would be "without force" Brighton 
township voters favored the annex- 
ation to Wiimot high school district 
13 to 9. This vote was of '45 electors 
residing in four'sections" of the town- 
ship who met at the Miner school 
Wednesday night Residents of other 
sections in the township are not 
affected. 

Salem Refused Action 

Sixty-one out of 80 voters in the 
eastern half of Salem township 
voted Friday night to adjourn the 
meeting without voting on a peti- 
tion to annex their territory to the 
"Wiimot High school district. 
Wheatland Favor* Return 

At Monday night's meeting .of 
residents of portions of Wheatland 
township the meeting decided to 
Ignore the Kimball letter and cast a 
vote of 49 to 28. This vote followed 
efforts to adjourn the meeting with- 
out a vote on the matter of annex- 
ing to Wiimot district. Kimball's 
statement as to the legality of the 
proceedings (expressed within the 
letters was challenged by Wiimot 
district proponents.

SOUTHERN PINES-The army 
air force, in constant search for 
new and improved methods of de- 
livering men and equipment to any 
given area for defense or attack, 
recently completed the largest ma- 
neuver since the war In which 
thousands of men and tons of sup- 
plies were delivered by parachute. 

In the first 48 hours of operation 
Swarmer, 15,469 men invaded the 
North Carolina "combat zone" by 
parachute or were landed on the 
airstrip "captured" by first .In- 
vaders. 

Supplies totaling 0,397 tone, In- 
cluding jeeps and three-quarter ton 
trucks, were also delivered by 'air. 
Some of the jeeps and much of the 
supplies were parachuted from the 
'807 flights that passed over -the 
area. 

In all, 44,000 troops and 46,000 
tons were delivered Into the rone *"* 
by air during the 11 day. maneuver. 

Air Force and Army leaders' in- 
dicated that they believed the prac- 
tice airlift, although far from per- 
fect in execution, was. demonstrat- 
ing the practicability -of. an entirely 
air-flown attack or counter-attack. 

Gen. J. Lawton CoUOiS, 'arfny 1 
chief of staff, called the maneuver 
"wonderful" ■ and said It was "the 
biggest step forward since -the 
war." ' 

Much of the technique used in 
dropping men and supplies, and 
scheduling flights over the combat 
area, were developed in the "Ber- 
lin airlift," army officials report- 
ed. 

Officers said that much of the 
improvised loading and unloading 
equipment had not worked as well 
as expected during the maneuver. 

They added, however, that the 
purpose of the operation was. to 
find answer to those questions: 

"How did we err in planning?" 
•'What is good and bad about our 
equipment?" 

The maneuver was e severe test 
of airborne operations and an- 
swered many of the defense de- 
partment's questions.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. — Dr. Ro- 
bert J. Anderson, chief of the hi- 
iberculosis division of the U. S 
/public health service, defended 
/ the government's refusal to license 
the vaccine BCG, designed to whip 
tuberculosis. 

. Said Dr. Anderson: "The con- 
troversary about its effectiveness 
has not been resolved by clinical 
application." 

Furthermore, the vaccine has 
not met minimum standards for 
commercial production, he said. 
"If it Ii licensed, it will be the 
most unstable vaccine licensed." 

Anderson admitted the vaccine 
has been used widely In other parts 
of the world, but said its useful- 
ness probably Is confined to "em- 
ergency" areas and test programs. 
He also pointed out that BCG 
vaccination money would divert 
funds from present control pro- 
grams and treatment of those who 
now have the disease. .
